T he fight to be renew ed in S an 
Francisco W ednesday w hen M ooney

con tin u atio n of efforts u n d er way 
since he was sentenced to d eath in 
1917. 
T he intervening years have seen 
th e cam paign for M ooney’s release 
repeatedly in th e news, w ith M oo­ 
ney’s wife and m other ever busy. 
Appeals to th e h ig h er courts of 
C alifornia failed to shake th e fin d ­ 
ings of th e court of first resort. 
Among those who w rote to W il­ 
liam D. Stephens, th e n governor of 
th e state, w as P resid en t W oodrow 
W ilson.

A form idable a rra y of counsel a p ­ 
peared D ecem ber I, 1931, on b e­ 
h alf of M ooney. 
I t included F ran k 
P. W alsh, A aron S apiro an d Jam es 
J. W alker, w ho laid aside his d u ties 
as m ayor of New Y ork to Journey 
to S an Francisco an d m ade a sp e­ 
cial appeal for M ooney 
A t th is hearin g th e M ooney co u n ­ 
sel retracted earlier charges th a t 
th e case h ad been “fram ed.” 
In ­ 
stead they centered arg u m en ts on 
contentions 
th a t 
th e s ta te ’s 
w it­ 
nesses of 15 years before h ad d e ­ 
ceived th e prosecution an d m isled 
th e jury.
